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5. The information disclosure statement filed 07/24/09 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 
about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. 
It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. It should be noted that the non-patent publication does not include a full o partial 
translation. Therefore, it is not clear how the Office action from the corresponding Japanese 
Application No. 2006-5 1 1026 relates to the current application. At least, the list of the 
references used in the Japanese Office action should be submitted. 

Specification

Regarding claim 1 , Ueyama (WO 2057192 Al) 
or Shin (6,774,978) teaches substantially claimed invention except that first substrate 
supporting units and the second substrate supporting units support the substrate such that the 
substrate which has been moved in the (Y ) direction by the clamp devices is cut along the (x) 
direction and the (Y) direction by the substrate cutting devices, as set forth in claim 1 . 
Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
